This inspection shows a large number of pupils with de- 
fective teeth. We could therefore again recommend as last 
year, that a dental clinic for all pupils be held. The rates 
prevailing at such clinics are about half the usual rates 
charged by dentists.

Practically all the above entered high school the next fall. 

The Center schoolhouse is quite often visited by superin- 
tendents and other educators with a view of modeling build- 
ings in other towns of the state after it. The district may 
well be proud of this school. At the South school there is 
need of a steel ceiling. The lighting might also be improved 
by the addition of one or two windows at the rear of the 
left side of the room where the stove now stands. As the 
room is so large a part of it might be partitioned off to make 
a lunch room as at the Center school. With the addition of 
single adjustable desks in place of the old double desks, and 
a chemical toilet this building would be brought up to the 
same standard as the others. 

In conclusion we wish to state that we have found our 
work with the board and teachers pleasant, and wish to 
thank all who have in any way contributed to the advance- 
ment of school work. |
